General Maffena, Commander in Chief in Switzer- 
land, made a general attack an our troops on the 25th, 
and occupied Fravenfeld at the moment when Field- 
Martha!’ Lieutenant Petrafh, who had been detached by 
Field-Marthal Lieutenant Hotze, with the dragoons of 
Kinfky, and the brigade of General Prince Rofenberg, 
arrived there to occupy that poft. The engagement 
lafted the whole day with the greateft obltinacy. Our 
infantry, who had marched the whole of the preceding 
night, diftinguithed themfelves by their intrepid  con- 
dug notwithitanding their fatigue :—they were fupport- 
ed with energy by the dragoons of Kinfky’s regiment, 
under the command of General Prince Rofenberg, who, 
on account of the ground being unfavourable for caval- 
ry, ferved on foot in the hottelt fire with diftinguifhed 
bravery. The Prince received a contufion, which, how- 
ever, did not prevent him from continuing the com- 
mand. : 

The lofs was confiderable on both fides. Night co- 
ming On put an end to’ the engagement ; but the poft 
was abandoned to the enemy, who had attacked it with 
three divifions. 

Field-Marshal Lieutenant Petrafh highly commends 
the fteadinefs of the regiments of Kaunitz and Gem- 
mengin. ‘He extols particularly the bravery of General 
Prince Rofenberg, and the fkill difplayed by him in a- 
vailing himnfelf of every advantage that the ground af- 

“forded. He praifes, in the higheft terms the co-opera- 

“ition and the Horts of the Officers of the Staff, and 
mare efpecially the courage difplayed by the whole regi- 
ments during the action.

The Archduke Charles having determined to quit

I sec Jeave to tran{mit, forthe information of my 
Lords Commiffioneis of the Admiralty, a copy of my 
report to the Right Honourable Earl of St Vincent, of 
the late events in this quarter. 
: Tigre, off St Fobn @ Acre, the 

My Lorp, ‘ 23@ March 1799. 

I nave the honour. to inform you, that, in confe- 
quence of intelligence from Gezar Pacha, Governor of 
Syria, of the incurfion of General Buonaparte’s army 
into that province, and its approach to its capital, Acre, 
I haftened with a portion of the naval force under my 
orgers to its relief, and had the fatisfaction to arrive there 
two days before the enemy made his appearance. 

Much was done in this interval under the direction of 
Captain Miller, of the Thefeus, and Colonel Phely- 
peaux, towards putting the place in a better {tate of de- 
fence, to refift the attack of an European army ; and the 
prefence of a Britifh naval force appeared to encourage 
and decide the Pacha and his troops to make a vigorous 
refiftance. 

The enemy’s advanced guard was difcovered at the 
foot of Mount Carmel, in the night of the 17th, by the 
Tigre’s guard boats. ‘[hefe troops, not expecting to 
find a nayal force of any defcription in Syria, took up 
their ground clofe to the water fide, and were confe- 

quently expofed to the fire of grape fhot from the boats, 
which put them to the rout the inftant it opened upon 
them, and obliged them to retire precipitately up the 
fide of the mount. ‘The main body of the army, find- 
jag the road between the fea and Mount Carmel thus 


harvailed by the Samaritan Arabs, who are even more ) 
inimical to the French than the Egyptians, and better 
atmed. As the enemy returned our fire by mufketry 
only, it was evident they had not brought cannon with 
thei, which were therefore to be expected by fea, and 
meafures were taken accordingly for intercepting them ; 
the Thefeus was already detached off Jaffa, ( Joppa.)— 

The enemy’s flotilla, which :ame in from fea, fell in 

with and captured the Torride, and was coming round 

Mount Carmel, when it was difcovered from the Tigre, 

confifting of a corvette and nine fail of gun veffels; on 

feeing us they hauled off. The alacrity of the fhip’s 
company in making fail after them was highly praife- 
worthy ; our guns foon reached them, and feven, as per 
incloted lift, {truck. The corvette containing Buona- 
parte’s privale property, and twu fmall veitels efcaped, 
fince it became an obje& to fecure the prizes without 
chacing further. ‘Their cargoes confifting of the batter- 
ing train of artillery, ammunition, platforms, &c. de- 
ftined for the fiege of Acre, being much wanted for its 
defence, the prizes were accordingly anchored off 
the town, manned from the fhips, and immediately em- 
ployed in harrafling the enemy’s pofts, impeding his ap- 
proaches, ‘and covering the fhip’s. boats fent further in 
thore to cut off his fupplies of provifions conveyed coatt- 
wife. They have been conftantly occupied in thefe fer- 
vices for thefe five days and nights paft ; and fuch has 
been the zeal of their crews, that they requefted not 
to be relieved, after many hours exceflive labour at 
their guns and oars. I'am forry to fay that we have 
met with fome lofs, as:per inclofed lilt, which, however, 
is balanced by greater on the part of tle enemy, by the 
encouragement given to the Turkifh troops from our 
example, and by thé time that is gained for the arrival 
of a fufficient force to render Buonaparte’s ped oe 
jeét abortive. I havethad reafon to be perfectly fatis- 
fied with the gallantry and perfeverance of Lieutenants 

Buthby, Inglefield, Knight, Stokes, and Lieutenant 

Burton, of the marines, and of the petty officers and men

A difpatch, of which the following is a copy, has 
been received from Lieutenant-Colonel Robert Crau- 
furd, by the Right Honourable Lord Grenville, his 
Majefty’s Principal Secretary of State for the foreign 
department. 

MY LORD, Zurich, June 7. 

I have the honour to inform your Lordfhip, that, in 
confequence of a very fevere action which took place on 
the 4th inftant, Maffena has been obliged to abandon 
his entrenched camp before this place, and that thie 
Auftrians took poflefioa of the town yelterday after- 
noon, 

In my difpatch of the 31{t ultimo, I had the honour 
to acquaint your Lordfhip, that after the affair of Win- 
terthur, the enemy retreated behind the Glat. In the 
fubfequent days the right wing of the Archduke’s army 
under General Nauendorf, advanced towards Beulach, 
the centre of Prince Renfs’s column towards Kloten, 
and General Hotze’s to Bafferfdorff. 

In ordef to threaten the enemy’s right flank, and in 
hopes of thereby inducing him to quit the pofition of 
Zurich, the real ftrength of which was not known, Ge- 
neral Zellachich was fent with a column round the 
Greifenfee, and afterwards advanced towards Zurich, 
in conneétion with another part of General Hotze’s 
corps, which croffed the Glat below Greifenfee, but 
confiderably to the enemy’s right. As thefe demon- 
{trations, however, were without effe&t, an attack was 
determined upon. 

Between the Glat and Limmat is a confiderable 
chain of hills, running nearly parallel to thefe rivets, 
and covered in molt parts with thick woods. On this 
ridge, juft in the front of Zurich, Maffena had chofen 
a moft excellent and not very extenfive pofition, which 
for feveral weeks paft he had caufed to be itrengtihtened 
by numereus entrenchments, and in which, after the af- 
fair of Winterthur, he collected a confiderable part of 
the army. The right wing was pofted on the hill called 
the Zurich Berg, which is greatly elevated above every 
other part of the ridge within its reach, Gnd is covered 





expofed, came in by that of Nazereth, and invelted the 
town of Acre to the eaft, but not without being much 


with very thick woods, in which the enemy had made 


defended by redoubts ; and this being the molt interett- 
ing and decifive point of the pofition, it was occupied 
by a large body of infantry; the right flank of which 
was thrown back en potence towards the town. he 
left wing of the army was placed on the continuance of 
the above-mentioned chain of hills, likewife proteated 
by extenfive woods, abbatis, and entrenchments ; in the 
centre the ground was much lower, quite free from 
wood, and of eafy accefs. Through this open {pacts 
which is not quite a cannon-fhot in extent from wood 
to wood, pafs the roads leadirg from Gloten and Win- 
terthur to ‘Zurich. This is the only part of the pofition 
in which cavalry could have acted 3 but it was com- 
pletely covered by a chain of clofed redoubts, coniider- 
ably retired, and fering as a curtain to connect the 
two wings, by which it was fo flanked and defended as 
to render the attack of this line extremely difficult fo 
long as the wings of the army maintained the heights 
on cach fide of it. The left flank was further covéred 
by a corps pofted between Regenfberg and the Glat, 
having its retreat towards Baden. ‘Lhe only defect of 
the pofition in front of Zurich was, that in cafe of defeat 
the whole would have. been obliged to defile through 
the town, fituated clofe behind the right of the pofition, 
and in which there is but one bridge over the Limmat ; 
for, whether owing to the rapidity of the river or what 
other cavfe I know not, the enemy had not, as it was 
fuppofed he would have done, conftruéted any pontoon 
bridges in the rear of his centre or left. 

From the above mentioned circumftances of the ene- 
my’s £*uation, it was evident that, if the Zurich Berg 
was forced, it muft have brought on the total defeat of 
their army, whofe retreat through the town, juft at the 
foot of this hill, would have been attended with the 
greatelt difficulty.” 

Early in the morning of the 4th inftant the army 
marched to attack the enemy. General Hotze’s corps 
marched off to the left, croffed the Glat, formed on the 
enemy’s right flank, and began the attack of the Zuric!: 
Berg. The enemy defended this poft with the greatelt 
obftinacy, and al:hough a confiderable part of Prince 
Reufs’s column was afterwards fent to afhft in the at- 
tack, it was found impeffible to force it. The enemy 
was driven indeed from fome of the abbatis and en- 
trenchments, but, maintained his principal pofition on 
the Zurich Berg, till night put an end to the action. 

During the night and the whole of the. next day, 
both partics remained exactly where they had ftood at 
the end of the affair, the Auftrian infantry of the left 
wing being in mary placcs almoft within mutket {hot of 
the enemy’s abbatis and works. The great fatigue 
which the troops had undergone on the 4th, determined 
the Archduke to defer till the 6th the renewal of the 
attack, But the enemy, whofe lofs in the affair of the 
4th had been very great, and who forefaw the total ruin 
of his army if the Zurich Berg fhould be forced, retired 
in the night from the 5th to the 6th, leaving in his en- 
trenchments 35 pieces of cannon, three howitzers, and 
a great number of ammunition waggons. In the after- 
noon of the 6th, the- Auftrians occupied the town. 

Inthe attack of the 4th inftant the Auftrian infantry 
fuffered a confiderable lofs in killed and wounded ; 
among the latter were General Wallis, Lieutenant-Ge- 
neral Hotze, and Major-General Hiller. General 
‘Hotze received a mufket fhot in the arm early in the 
affair, but it did noc hurt the bone, and fortunately does 
not prevent his continuing to command his corps. His 
abfence at this moment would have been fenfibly felt 
and fincerely regretted. : 

Cheria, General of Divifion and Chief of the Staff, 
together with two other French Generals, were feverely 
wounded, and two AdjutanGenerals are among the 
prifoners, of which there are a confiderable number.

HOUSE OF COMMONS—June 21. 
NABOB OF OUDE. 

Mr M. A. Taxzor rose to make his- promised motion re- 
lative to the late Nabob of Oude. He entered into a general 
history of the measures taken by the East-Imdia Company in 
India, previous to the Governor-General (then Sir John Shore, 
now Lord Teignmouth) deposing the young Nabob Dowla, 
and placing his uncle, Joubad Ali,.on-the throne. After 
some further general observations respecting the legitimacy of 
the deposed Nabob, and having disavowed all intention of 
rashly imputing blame to any quarter, -he concluded with 
moying for copies of all dispatches from India relative to 
the accession, &c. of the young Vizicr, his deposition, the 
accession of the uncle, and the treaties entered into on that.e- 
vent. 

Mr Dunpas had no objection to theproduction. of a part 

of the papers moved for, but the motion was,by far too gene- 
ral, and, if agreed to, might be attended with very unpleasant 
‘consequences to the country. But he would furnish a docu- 
ment—the minutes of Lord Teignmouth—in which were tp he 
found facts which, to his mind, were conclusive in proof ot 
the policy and justice of the measure in question. If, therefore, 
the motion should be so limited as only to require tne pro- 
duction of that document, he would not oppose it; and he 
pledged himself further, that if more papers should be fourd 
necessary to throw complete light on the subject, provided the 
production of them should Sot Be imprudent, he would agree 
to their being laid before the House. He then entered gene- 
rally into the question of the legitimacy of the deposed Nabob, 
and contended, that he was one of a spurious brood that the 
Nabob Asaph al Dowla had adopted as his children. This 
Prince purchased 13 prégnant women, and had them brought 
home to his palace, there to be delivered of the children. ‘The 
deposed Nabob was of this family, and the child, too, of a very 
low person, so low that she was not permitted even to ap- 
proach the interior of the palace. He could not subscribe to 
the character given by the Hon. Gentlemen of the present Na- 
bob of Oude, and upon the whole, justified most fully the 
whole of the transaction, assuring the House that when the 
matter should be fully investigated, it would be seen that the 
Company had acted justly, according to sound policy, and 
in a conformity to the wishes and laws of the people of 
Oude. 
. Major Mercatr gave a detailed account of the whole 
transaction, and of many of the events of Asaph al Dowla’s 
government, and vindi¢ated in very warm terms the character 
of Lord ‘feignmouth, In mentioning Soujah Dowla, the fa- 
ther of Asaph, the Hon. Member stated, that he had 2000 
wives, and 36 children. 

After some further conversation Mr Taylor withdrew his 
motion. 

Mr Donpas then moved for a copy of the Governor’s mi- 
nutes; and a copy of the treaty with Ally Cawns and such o- 
ther papers as would‘satisfy the House with regard to the re- 
moval of the person said to be the son of the late Nabob of 
Oude.—Ordered.—Adjourned to Monday.
